"Do yoa do mnoh fat PiaddiBBl Ar- 
thur v" 

" Not a d< illar's worth. He doa* bnsi- 
neas with his ohl tailor in New York — 
the man who makes the suits for the 
members of the CoadUng olub. Ue is 
a Tery bigh-prioed man. He doaa not 
Dtaks the plainest bosbMa salt voder 
$70. He was over here tbe otbe^ day 
to take an oi d»ir for the president. He 
said he dill not care anything for 
the president's trade. He was too 
hard to suit. He took up twenty pair ^ 
of trousers the other day, made to t le 
president's measure, and spent an bo<n 
with him tr^nng them on before hi« 
oonld tiud a pair to anit He says the 
only way be oan got along with the 
president is to be right up and dow 
with him. One day Arthur spoke i/. 
him vei y sharji'.y about the lit of a co.it 
aud the tailor turned his back on hiui 
At least he said he did. Then tlw 
president said :

Both the magifitratt^B sittini: in the ease 
had expresed themselves that U i^rt rs 
was justiHahle in the killing and I had 
many other good reasons to knoir that 
tbe Commonwealth could not receive at 
their hands a fair trial. I had them tmth 
snmnioned to te^'tiiy on behalf of the 
Oommonwealth, having as one of my 
reasons for so doing that they ml^t re- 
tire without any mortification, and with 
credit to themselves. The opportunity 
waa not accepted by either. Believing 
that they would not retire, I made, to 
/lefendant'e counsel, a pro{M>sition, ow- 
ing to tlie general beHef, and my own 
belief that Mr. Rogers wonld be *' white 
washed " if be was tried before ttiat 
Court, that we would agree to let two 
good unbiased Justices trv the case, 
atrainst whom there cmild 'ije no olijm- 
lion.
